Pope Asks Youth 
To Work For Better 
Social Order 


Vatican City, Jan. 12—(Radio, 
NC)—His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
told some 3,000 Catholic youths, 
members of the “Catholic Advance 
Guard,” that in working for a so- 
lution of the “burning questions” 
of the day they can use all “mor- 
ally licit means that the law 
places in your hands.” 


“But,” he added, “always respect 
the man, even in your adversary.” 

The Holy Father, who received 
the group in the Hall of Benedic- 
tions, declared that the very name 
of the organization represented its 
program, which calls the members 
always to be in the front rank of 
those who labor for Christ and 
the Church, for the true well-being 
and the genuine progress of the 
fatherland, and in defense of the 
highest spiritual values. 


Catholic youth is believing, ac- 
tive and holy, the Holy Father 
said in his address, He urged his 
listeners to uphold vigorously the 
Christian principles of their be- 
loved Italy. In laboring for social 
peace and economic prosperity, he 
added, the personal liberty of man 
must be respected. Catholic youth, 
the Pope went on, is collaborating 
in the establishment of a Chris- 
tian order, looking toward the wel- 
fare of the entire community on 
the basis of the social teachings 
of the Church.

‘Manifesto’ On Separation 


Of Church And 


State Issued By Bishop Oxnam And Others 
Loaded With Intolerance, Seeks To Rouse Bigotry 


New York, Jan. 12—(NC)—“Manifesto” of the new 
group of Protestants and other Americans united under the 
leadership of Methodist Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam for the 
separation of Church and State “‘questions the patriotism of 
any citizen, Catholic, Jew, Protestant or non-believer who 
dares to disagree with the organization’s biased and inaccu- 


rate 
amendment,” the Knights of Col- 
umbus charged in a statement re- 
leased here today. 

The statement was issued by 
Judge John E. Swift, Supreme 
Knight, and released through the 
Chancery of the New York Arch- 
diocese. 

“We venture the opinion that 
this new organization will fall of 
its own weight,” the statement 


avowal of anti-Catholicism, it is 
loaded with an intolerance gener- 
ally unacceptable to the American 
people as a whole.... 

“In our opinion the establish- 
ment of an organization so obvi- 
ously intent upon stirring up re- 
ligious bigotry is a matter which 
merits severe criticism by Protest- 
ants as well as Catholics.” 

In repeating “the shop-worn as- 
sertion that the ‘Catholic Church 
is winning for itself a position of 
special privilege’ by maintain- 
ing what is inaccurately called ‘an 
Ambassadorship’ to the Vatican,” 
the organization shows “complete 
disregard for the facts,” the state- 
ment says, adding: “How many 
times must the president of the 
United States, who should know 
the nature of his appointments, tell 
these Protestant leaders that Mr. 
Taylor will continue to be his per- 
sonal representative to the Pope 
as long as the United States gov- 
ernment may profit from this ar- 
rangement?” 

Asserting that the new organiz- 
ation “apparently desires not a 
nation in which religious groups 
exist together in friendly toler- 
ance, but a nation dominated by a 
few persons who wish to impose 
their biased political opinions upon 
all American citizens of every re- 
ligious denomination,” the state- 
ment adds: “We sincerely hope 
that the Protestant laity will call 
upon their leaders to repudiate 
completely this organization’s plan 
to spend $100,000 to arouse relig- 
ious tension in communities 
throughout the United States.”

Organization Attacks 
Catholics On U. S. And 


Vatican, School Issues

Washington, Jan. 12.—(NC)— 
Protestants and other Americans 
United for Separation of Church 
and State, a group which seeks to 
“assure the maintenance” of Con- 
stitutional guarantees of religious 
liberty in the United States, has 
been set up here and has inaug- 
urated its operations with a sharp- 
ly-toned “Manifesto” of aims and 
policies. 

Persons long known for their 
opposition to American Catholi- 
cism are among the leaders of the 
group and the signers of its 
manifesto. They include Metho- 
dist Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam; 
Elmer, E. Rogers, associate editor 
of the Scottish Rite Bulletin; Dr. 
Louie D. Newton, president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention; and 
Dr. J. M. Dawson, executive secre- 
tary of the United States Office 
of Baptist Public Relations. 

The group stated that it did not 
|intend to “criticize or oppose the 
'teaching or internal practice of 
the Roman Catholic Church or any 
other.” However, it declared that 
“a certain church” is acting to un- 
dermine the Constitution by de- 
manding that bus transportation, 
free lunches and free textbooks 
for its parochial schools be finan- 
ced through tax funds, and “on a 
bolder scale” is now seeking direct 
school aid from the federal gov- 
ernment. It proposed a “concerted 
effort” to prevent church schools 
from benefiting from federal 
school aid. 

“In the area of diplomacy, also, 
this same church has made omi- 
nous progress in its strategy of 
winning for itself a position of 
special privilege in relation to the 
state,” the organization proclaim- 
ed, at the same time demanding 
that the Myroff Taylor mission to

More than fifty years ago a slender, grey-eyed girl from 
Seneca, Illinois, entered high school at Saint Angela’s Academy, 
Morris. This is next to Saint Mary’s, Notre Dame, the oldest 
of all the boarding schools of the Sisters of the Holy Cross, At 
that time it had been a most flourishing school for nearly forty 
years. The pretty, shy, refined new student was Susan O’Laughlin. 
Her father, Michael O’Laughlin, was a great man in the fine qual- 
ities that characterized leadership half a century ago. Beyond his 
local civic offices he served his state in the legislature for two 
terms. Mrs. O’Laughlin mothered nine children among whom 
Susan was fifth. She gave to the O’Laughlin household the essence 
of a home so unmistakably perpetuated in her children. Looking 
at her youngest daughter Susan she used to say with the under- 
statement typical of her generation: “You are not really pretty 
but you are good.”

Her years as a novice she has 
always looked back to as among thé most ideal of her life. They 
were years of religious training under a beloved mistress of 
novices, Mother Siena, years of the study of Latin and Greek under 
the best professors from the University of Notre Dame. . . 

During the past fourteen years the office of vice-president has 
earried with it the amenities of hostess. To the many distinguished 
friends and guests of the college, the parents of students, the hun- 
dreds of old girls and returning alumnae Sister Francis Jerome 
has been the perfect hostess. The charm of the college, and it has 
unique charm, is the charm of her grace, her cordiality, her deep 
human imterest and response.

“In reality it is impossible to distinguish sharply between 
education and religion. If education is concerned with supplying 
a more abundant life, so also is religion. In general, religion is 
more concerned with motives and ideals, and education more 
with understanding of the world and how to control it. But 
as motives are ineffective without understanding of ways and 
means, so also the strength that comes from knowledge is futile 
or dangerous unless worthy ideals exist which serve to direct its 
use. A study of social forces is wholly inadequate which neglects 
the power of loyalty to a cause. Of such loyalties, those associated 
with religion are perhaps the most intense and the most persistent. 
Using the term ‘education’ 
accordingly as including the religion that would make us alive to 
true values and give us a sense of what is vital. Such education 
becomes the only basis of peace and security and the only hope 
for a free society. ... 

“We need to recognize that there exist great fundamental 
principles of economics, of morals and of motivation as well as 
of health and physical science. The tragedy of Germany is directly 
traceable to the general acceptance of an inadequate philosophy of

Without being conscious of it, they | 
are guilty of grave social injustice. 
Social justice demands that we’ 


shall not tolerate evil in our midst.

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The Century Of The Two Saints Bernard 


The Two Saints 


Bernard 


HIS was the century of St. Bernard of 

Clairvaux, who was born at Fontaines, 
France, in the year 1090 and died at Clair- 
vaux, August 21, 1153. Bernard’s youth 
was characterized by great piety. “Piety 
was his all,” writes Bossuet. 


His ambition was to excel in literature 
in order to take up the study of Holy 
Scripture. St. Robert, Abbot of Molesmes, 
had founded the Monastery at Citeaux in 
the vear 1098, in the hope of restoring the 
rule of St. Benedict in all its rigor. At the 
age of 23 Bernard and thirty young nobles 
of Burgundy sought admission into this 
monastery. Three years later he was sent 
by St. Stephen, the third Abbot of Citeaux, 
to found a new House which he named 
Clairvaux. Although the discipline at this 
monastery was very severe, youths flocked 
to it in great numbers, desirous of being 
under the guidance of so holy a man. 

Bernard had five brothers, all of whom, 
as well as his father, entered Clairvaux, 
and his only sister joined the Benedictines 
at Jully. 

In a few years it was necessary to found 
other Religious Houses because of the 
crowded condition at Clairvaux. Hence the 
Monastery of the “Three Fountains” was 
founded in 1118; that of Fontenay in 1119; 
and that of Foigny in 1121. In the year 
1119 Bernard attended and addressed the 
General Chapter of the Order convoked by 
St. Stephen. He advocated the revival of 
the primitive spirit of regularity and 
fervor in all Monastic Orders. 

In 1120 Bernard composed his first work 
on “Degrees of Pride and Humility,” and 
also his homilies entitled “On the praises 
of Mary.” He personally had deep devotion 
to the Blessed Virgin. 

Bernard’s zeal for the promotion of re- 
ligious piety led him to do considerable 
writing to Bishops, the diocesan clergy 
and the laity. 

The Bishops of France, who attended the 
Council of Troyes, convoked by Pope Hon- 
orius I], appointed Bernard secretary of 
the Council and deputed him to write the 
Synodal Statutes. It was also at this Coun- 
cil that Bernard traced the outlines of the 
rule of the Knights Templars, who soon be- 
came the ideal of the French nobility. 

Of course, those who resented his activi- 
ties in favor of reforms denounced him, 
and even sent a complaint to Rome, but he 
was exonerated. 

Bernard defended the rights of the 
Church against the encroachments of kings 
and princes, who were naturally hostile to 
him because of what they regarded as in- 
terference. 

When, following the death of Honorius 
.l in 1130, a schism was occasioned by the 
election of an anti-Pope, Anacletus II, 
King Louis les Gros called a national coun- 
cil of the French Bishops to determine for 
‘the people who, between Innocent II and 
Anacletus Il was the real Pope. When he 
made it clear that Innocent Il was the 
legitimate Pontiff that Pope was recognized. 
by all the great Catholic powers. Innocent 
Il, then exiled in France, paid a visit to the 
Monastery at Clairvaux. Soon thereafter 
Bernard attended the Council at Rheims as 
a spokesman for the Pope. 

After reconciling to the Church Lothaire 
who had created a schism, Bernard return- 
ed to his monastery where he wrote the 
“Canticle of Canticles,” and a number of 
other pious works which won for him the 
title of “Doctor of the Church.” 

In the year 1137 Lothaire started a 
quarrel with Roger of Sicily, which Bern- 
ard settled successfully. 

The religious life at Clairvaux enticed 
so many young men that Bernard began to 
send bands of monks into Germany, Swe- 
den, Engiand, ireland, Portugal, Switzer- 
land, and Italy. 

A contemporary jernard at thie 
time was Abelard, regarded aa the moat 
learned and eloquent man of the age after 
Bernard.

Popes Of The 
Twelfth Century 
160—Pope Pascal !|—1118 


HE anti-Pope Guibert was still alive and 

active, but he soon died a fugitive after 
twenty-three eyars of revolt, which began 
at the time of the election of St. Gregory 
VIL. His followers, however, elected a suc- 
cessor in Albert, who was exiled by the 
Catholics of Rome on the very day of his 
election. Three years thereafter Theodric 
was irregularly elected to succeed him, but 
he was immediately rejected. This did not 
deter the enemies of the Church, for they 
elected Maginulf, who called himself Syl- 
vester IV, but who was driven from Rome 
and died in exile. 

At the time of the election of Pascal [1 
the civil rulers of many countries, and par- 
ticularly of Germany and England, still 
fought for the right of investiture. 

If you will read what appears in column 
three, you will observe the difficulties which 
this Pope had with the two Henrys, father 
and son, IV and V. Because he finally com- 
promised with Henry V on the right of in- 
vestiture Protestant historians charge that 
he had himself erred against his infalli- 
bility. Of course infallibility would have 
no relation to the case. A prisoner, loaded 
with chains, yielded to violence. He was 
not free and “every act extorted by viol- 
ence,” says Bossuet, “is null and void.” 

If the acknowledgment of the right of 
investiture recognized the conferring of 
the spiritual authority by the temporal 
power it would have been heresy. But if 
it recognized nothing more than the right 
to confer Crozier and Ring as a mark of 
homage of the Bishops to their sovereign, 
it was no heresy. 

For two months Pascal Il held out 
against the king and the cruelties dealt out 
to him. The Bishops of Italy, pointing to 
the thousands of Italians in chains, sepa- 
rated from their loved ones, the removal 
of all the Cardinals from Rome, had ap- 
pealed to Pascal Il “to make some conces- 
sion to Henry for the peace and independ- 
ence of the Church.” 

On April 3, 1111, the Pope signed the 
Bill granting the right of investiture on 
condition that the Bishops and Abbots 
would have been freely elected without 
simony. Thereupon the Pope crowned 
Henry V. 

But there were many who felt that the 
Pope had yielded too much, so the Pope 
convoked a Council at the Lateran Basilica 
which was opened on March 12, 1112, 
where he offered to abdicate the Pontifical 
Throne, for he said: “Compelled by the 
violence to which 1] was subjected I have 
signed an unjust treaty. For the good of 
my own soul and the honor of the Church 
I am desirous to repair the evil.” All pres- 
ent at the Council besought him to retain 
his throne. Humbly he submitted, but said: 
“T receive all the decrees of my predecessors. 
I approve what they approved; | condemn 
what they condemned; | forbid whatever 
Gregory VII and Urban II forbade, and by 
the grace of God I shall ever remain in 
these sentiments.” 

Then the assembled Bishops read the 
following decree: “We all assembled in 
this holy council, conflenffi, by the eccles- 
iastical authority and the judgment of the 
Holy Ghost, the concesSion wrung from 
Pope Pasca! by the violence of King Henry. 
We pronounce it of no force, and uttefly 
annul it. We forbid, on pain of exc0m- 
munication, that it be deemed of any au- 
thority whatsoever.” This sentence, signed 
by all the Bishops present, was sent to all 
the churches of the Catholic world. 

Pascal I] confirmed this, and in writing 
to the Archbishop of Vienna, said: “] de- 
clare null, and condemn forever, the treaty 
touching the privilege of investitures, 


signed by Henry V and myself in the camp

WILLIAM RUFUS, King of England, 

died and should have been succeeded 
by Robert, Duke of Normandy, his brother. 
But Robert was with the Crusade in the 
Holy Land. Because of this absence Henry, 
the youngest son of the Conqueror suc- 
ceeded in getting hold of the throne by 
bribing the English nobles. His insincer- 
ity and tactics resembled those of Stalin 
of our day. He started by forming a friend- 
ship with St. Anselm, by restoring the im- 
munities of the Church and promised not 
to sell benefices. But these gestures were 
intended only for public support, because 
as soon as he was in power he began to 
oppose Anselm and to demand all the rights 
exercised by William Rufus, particularly 
that of conferring investitures by the Ring 
and Crozier. He seized the revenues of the 
Church for the royal treasury. 


St. Anselm was quick to oppose him and 
in a letter to Henry Pope Pascal wrote:

the Catholic Church. Remember the words| 
spoken by St. Ambrose to Theodosius the 
Great: ‘Do not deceive yourself, great 
prince, by believing that the royal dignity 
gives you any power in spiritual matters. 
The palace is the emperor’s; the Church, 
the Bishop’s.’ Think not that we would in 
the smallest degree lessen your authority, 
or take to ourself any new power in the’ 
promotion of Bishops. You cannot, before 
God, exercise that right, nor could we 


grant it to you without jeopardizing both 
your salvation and our own.” | 

Therefore the King sent two deputies to, 
Rome, hoping to have the decision over- 
ridden. One deputy strove to intimidate 
the Pope by saying: “Whatever reasons 
may be alleged, I warn you all here present 
that the king, my master, will not brook 
the loss of this right, though it cost him 
his Kingdom.” Pope Pascal was quick to 
answer him: “And I assure you that Pope 
Pascal will never allow him to hold the 
abusive right, though it cost him his life!” 

After the deputies returned home with- 
out satisfaction the King became recon- 
ciled to St. Anselm and compromised by 
asking for the right to have the Bishop- 
elect pay him homage. This agreement was 
sanctioned at the Council of London oad 
1107. 

St. Anselm died two years later, leavi ing 
England at peace with the Church. 

But Henry IV was still rampant in aa 
many. Many believing that the world would 
come to an end after 1000 years of the 
Christian era, regarded him as anti-Christ. 
Since Conrad, his eldest son, had died, 
Henry the youngest, crowned king at Mentz 
in 1102, proclaimed to his father that he 
would acknowledge the authority of the 
lawful Pope Pascal II, and he immediately 
won great popularity. 
father, did not surrender his throne com- 
pletely.

At a Diet of the German states held in 
December, 1105, the Bishops of Albano and 
Constance, the Pope’s legates, read to the 
assembled lords the sentence of excom- 
munication against “Henry the older, 
styling himself emperor.” Once again 
Henry IV agreed to abdicate completely in 
favor of his son and begged the legate of | 
Albano to absolve him from al] the ce nsures| 
he had incurred.

The wreath is a symbol of the 
Church gathering her children 
around her to prepare for the 
Great Coming. It represents the 
Advent cycle with the four can- 
dies as the four Sundays, each in- 
creasing the promise of the Great 
Light to come into the world at 
Christmas.

161—Pope Gelasius !!—1119 


Henry V_ had left secret instructions 
with his partisans in Rome to oppose the 
election of a new Pope until his consent 
would be received. But the Cardinals 
thwarted the tyrant’s plans. They hurried 
the election of John of Gaeta, a Cardinal 
and Chancellor of the Roman Church, who 
took the name of Gelasius II. 

The leader of the German faction broke 
into St. Peter’s with an armed band, 
seized the Pope, and after maltreating him, 
chained him, wounded and bleeding, in a 
dungeon. Several of the Cardinals were 
also slain. 

But. the Prefect of Rome, learning of 
these dastardly deeds, liberated the Pope 
and bore him in triumph to take posses- 
sion of his See. 

The newly elected Pope was only a deacon 
and before his ordination Henry’s troops 
were again in Rome, demanding that the 
new Pope grant him what he had exacted 
by force from Pope Pascal and which this 
Pope had withdrawn. 

The Pope had escaped before Henry’s 
army arrived and, therefore, Henry had 
another anti-Pope elected in the person of 
Maurice Bourdin, who had been excom- 
municated by Pascal II. This anti-Pope 
called himself Gregory VIII. 

In the meantime the legitimate Pope was 
consecrated at Gaeta. His first act was to 
call a Council] at Capua to excommunicate 
the anti-Pope as well as Henry V. 

At the risk of his life Pope Gelasius suc- 
ceeded in making his way to Rome where 
he remained for some time hidden under 
the roof of a pious family. On the feast of 
St. Praxedes, he wished to pontificate in 
the church dedicated to the saint, where 
his enemies lay in wait for him. He es- 
caped and his friends urged him to move 
to France temporarily. He entered the 
monastery at Cluny, but soon died on the 
25th of January, 1119, 


But now Henry V who, at the time of his 
enthronement pledged loyalty to the Church 
and promised to yield the right of investi- 
tures, began to demand that right. At a 
Council held in France the Archbishop of 


Triers explained the claims of his sovereign 
Henry V, but the Bishop of Placenza, 
speaking for the Pope, answered: “It 
would be an outrage upon God and the 
honor of the Church, but the prince should 
confer the investiture by the crozier and 
ring, the badges of spiritual authority.” 
Thereupon German envoys retorted: “This 
is not the place to settle the question. We 
will solve it in Rome at the point of the 
sword.” It was no idle threat, because 
Henry V formed a formidable army to

SPORTSCASTING 
By Jim Costin 


EN o1 12 years ago, upon my return from a football trip to Cali- 

fornia, L sat down and wrote a paragraph or so to the general 
effect that many fans could make the coast trip every other year for 
the Notre Dame game if they'd institute a specific saving plan for 
that purpose. I said that if enough of them did that they could even 
hire their own train for the trip. Not a particularly startling idea, of 
course, but from that humble beginning the idea caught on.until now 
the special train has to be run in sections in order to accommodate 
all those who want to go along. 


‘Westward Ho’... : 

When the thought was first put forward in print, two South Bend 
business men, “Pete” Redden and Bill Sheehan, who are not profes- 
sional tour conductors but are otherwise sane and normal men until 
the football season starts, thought it would be a good idea to organize 
a special to the game in Los Angeles. The American Trust Company 
of South Bend thought the savings idea was a good one, too. So, be- 
tween Redden, Sheehan and the bank, the ball started rolling. 

The first trip was a comparatively modest affair. It was in late 
November, 1936, and the trainload consisted of 99 persons, including 
the Rev. William Kelly of Ashkum, IIl., who acted as unofficial “chap- 
lain” of all such trips up to and including the one to the Tulane game 
in New Orleans a year ago last November. You see, the idea of the 
special trips had spread from one every two years to California to 
include trips such as the one to New Orleans for the Tulane game 
and to Baltimore for the Navy game. There never were any such 
specials to the Army game in New York because no tickets were 
available for that one. 

Well, a couple of weeks after he had returned from the Tulane 
game of 1946, Father Kelly was stricken suddenly and died a short 
time later of a heart’ attack. Through his appearance on these special 
trips Father Kelly had developed a wide acquaintance all over the 
country, and his death came as a distinct shock to all of them. 

For want of a better name, Redden and Sheehan hit upon 
“Westward Ho” to designate their football specials to the Notre 
Dame-Southern California game. The 1938 crowd was larger than 
the one in 1936 and the 1940 turnout larger than that of two years 
before. Word of mouth advertising was getting in some effective 
licks. Then came the war and the abandonment of such travel. 
The Notre Dame-Southern California game was resumed in Los 
Angeles last month, and a record-breaking crowd of 426 persons 
boarded the special train in Chicago, it being necessary to run it 
in two sections. | 

The specials leave Chicago, not South Bend, all the travelers being 
required to get to Chicago on their own. From then on, it’s a luxury 
trip, climaxed by the game in the Memorial Coliseum in Los Angeles. 
Many of those who make this trip plan it as their vacation, instead of 
going away from a hot home town in the summer time to some other 
equally warm climate.

But, no, religion had to 
leave the school so that academic 
freedom might come in. Then, aft- 
er 60 years of experimentation in 
the matter of secular education, the 
nation wisely, but sadly, came to 
the conclusion that: “The child 
without a knowledge of religion is 
not being educated in a neutral 
sense, but in atheism.” 
In 1944 the law of 1884 which re- 
quired religious instruction to be 
given after school hours, was abol- 
ished. In the preamble to the new 
education law of 1944, the states- 
men of Argentina declared: “It is 
inconceivable that a country should 
orient its education in a direction 
contrary to the spirit of its Con-| 
stitution. ...

New York, Jan. 12 —(NC)— 
Americans have become so fear- 
ful of sectarianism thot they hove 
almost completely secularized pub- 
lic education and have walled off 
public policies and social life from 
_ eligious influence, Dr. Ralph W. 
Sockman declared in a sermon: 
here. 

The noted Methodist leader ob- 
served that “‘somewhere between 
sectarianism and secularism is o 
place for vital religious training 
in our public schools and state 
universities. Ecclesiastical groups 
must be big enough and broad 
enough to submerge their suspic- 
ions for the sake of the common 
good. At the very least, all pu- 
pils could observe a period of si- 
lence, each praying to the ‘Power 
not ourselves that makes for right- 
eousness.’ “” 

‘We cannot preserve Christian 
democracy by training our child- 
rer’ as pagans,” he said. ‘We 
must show youth the divine sour- 
ces of their rights and the divine 
sanctions of morality if we are to 
safeguard the dignity and worth 
of persons. This cannot be done 
if modern education continues to 
treat religion as an irrelevant elec- 
tive for ‘those who like that sort 
of thing.’ ”

stricken Europe—to the amount of at least $4,512, wholesale 
—was provided by the proceeds of a community farm auction 
held all day Tuesday at the new sales barn of Jonas A. Miller, 
on Ind.

Campus Radio — 
Station In Operation 


Notre Dame, Ind.—A new phase 
of education has been inaugurated 
at the University of Notre Dame 
with the formal opening this week 
of WND, Notre Dame’s first offi- 
cial radio station, for broadcasts to 
students on the University campus, 
| Station WND, which is on the 
‘air from 5 to 7 p.m. daily, can be 
received only in buildings on the 
Notre Dame campus and operates 
under a provision of the Federal 
Communications Commission 
which provides for small, exclusive 
operations of this kind, 

The station uses a “carrier cur- 
‘rent’ type transmitter designed 
land built by four radio enthusiasts 
‘attending Notre Dame. John Cle- 
‘mens of Evansville, Ind., was as- 
sisted by Frank Cronan, Water- 
bury, Conn., manager and program
